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THE aNNUAL MEETING 
AT W.aSHINGTON 


The 39th general meeting of the Society, held in Washington, D. C., 
December 25 - 30, 1937 with headquarters at the Muyflower Hotel, was the largest 
in the history of the organization. There was a total registered attendance 
of 695, as compared with 521 last year at Indianapolis, and 612 the year before 
in New York City. The New York City meeting had previously held the record. 


strong, well-balanced scientific program forized the backbone of the 
mMeetisusgs. Four organized round-table discussions on the evening of the 28th 
brought out an attendunce practically equal to that of the regular daytime sessions 
The local committee had thoughtfully made arrangements for visiting points of 
scientific interest in Washington, and many members took advantage of tie oppor- 
tunity to see various institutions. It Was the general feeling of the group tiat 
this was one of the most successful meetings which tne Society has ever had. 


The banquet which took place in the Ball Room of the Mayflower Hotel, 
Was a most enjoyable feature of the meetings. Dr. Lore as. Rogers as toastmaster, 
introduced President James l.. Sherman who delivered his presidential address on 
the subject of "The Enterococci and xelated Streptococci". His talk, dealing 
With a phase of bacteriology on which Dr. Shermen is a recognized expert, was 
heard by a very appreciative audience. 


An event of major importance on the banquet program was the presentation 
of the second Eli Lilly and Company deseaich award in Bacteriology and Immunology 
to Dk. FRaNk L. HUHSFALL of the HKockefeller Institute. The group responded 
enthusiasticaily to President Sherman's brief talk citing Dr. Horsfall as the 
Winner. a short sketch of Dr. Horsfall's life and work is included below. 


Biographical sketch 


Dr. Frank L. Horsfall was born in Seattle, Washington, in 1906. after 
obteining his B. a. degree from the University of Washington in 1927, he went to 
McGill University for work on the M. D. and C . M. degrees which were granted 
him by that institution in 1922. During his last two years at McGill, Dr. Hors- 
fall held the Banting Research i’ellowship, studying under the direction of Dr. 

C. N. H. Long. The following two years he spent in service as House Officer_in 
Pathology at the reter Bent Brigham Hospital in Boston, and as Resident Physician 
at the Xoyal Victoria Hospital at Montreal. While in Boston, Dr. Horsfall carried 
On investigations under the supervision of Dr. Zinsser, and upon his return to 
lwontreaél, worked under Professor Meakins at weGill. 


In 1944, Dr. sorsfeall came to the ospital of the Rockefeller Institute 
&S «Ssistant and assistaut nesident Physician, and in 19356 was advanced to assist- 
ént and Resiaent Physician. This past year, he became a staff member of the 
Internationul Health Division of the xtockefeller Foundation, which title he now 
holds. Dr. Horsfull's activities at tue xockefeller Institute have been under 
the direction of Drs. Kufus Cole and O. T. avery. 


accomplishment 
(Excerpt from the Citation liade by President Sherman 
in Presenting the Award) 


"This second award is made in recognition of Dr. Horsfall's work dealing 
With the role of lipids in immunological reastions - work tnat has played a signi- 
ficant part in the establishment of a new thesis in the field of immunology. 
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"It was demonstrated that certain antibodies are lipo-protein complexes, 
the protein being responsible for the specific features of the antibody, while 
the lipid is concerned with the nou-specific secondary properties, that is, those 
causing precipitation and agglutination. Moreover, it was shown that certain 
species of animals form antibodies in which lecitnin is the prineipal lipid con- 
stituent, while in other species the dominant lipid in the antibody is cephalin. 
This work was extended to demoustrate that lipids are readily and selectively 
adsorbed by antigen-antibody cornbinations, and, when so adsorbed, modify many 
properties of the antibody and qualify its in vivo effectiveness. Finally, 
through a thorough survey of the basic qualities of antibodies, Dr. Horsfall 
approached the problem of the treatment of human lobar pneumonia, and has been 
instrumental in demonstrating the therapeutic value of antipneumococcal rabbit 
serum." 


The climax of the banquet was “Charles-Edward samory Winslow and the 
Coming of age of the Journal of Bacteriology". Since this year marked the passing 
of the 2lst birthday of the Journal, it was only fitting thet the Society express 
in some siiall measure its appreciation of the splendid service which Dr. Winslow 
has readered to the Journal siuce its founding. The success of the Journal has 
been to & great extent due to the tireless effo.its of Dr. Winslow as editor, and 
to his excellent management of its business affairs. 


Col. «a. Parker Hitchens, one of the founders of the Journal, and Dr. 
Winslow's early co-worker in tue enterprise, told the group of the part played 
by Dr. Winslow in establishing the Journal, aud something of its early days. 
Following Colonel Hitchens’ taik, Dr. barnett Cohen, one of Dr. Winslow's dis- 
tinguished students, who for a number of years worked witn Dr. WinsloW as an 
associate editor of the Journal, and who is now editor of the new publication 
Bacteriological Reviews, discussed some of the later history of the Journal. 


The evening concluded with music and dancing.

Reports 


Report of the Secretary-Treasurer -- I. L. Baidwin, Secretary-Treasurer 


Membership: Society tembership has shown a satisfactory increase during 
the year 1937. There is a@ total of 1026 paid-up active members, including the 151 
accepted this year, as compared with a totai of 926 in 1956. Thirty-eight new 
members nave been accepted for 1958. Seven new sustaining members have been 
admitted during 1957. The grand total of all membership is 1159, as compared with 
1051 last year. 
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®inances: The budget for ordinary cperatin;s expenses which was approved 
by the Council amounted to yo,d00.00 Of tais auount only y2,805.635 was expended. 
The ,500 budgeted to pay the cost of publishing a new catalog for the american 
Type Culture Collection was not requested due to the delay in publishing the cata 
log. However, the catalog is expected to be ready shortly. 


Extraordinary expenses included: 


a) Publication of the Cumulative Index, under an agreement vith the 
publishers whereby eny income from either sales or advertising in excess of the 
printing costs would be piaced in the Journal of Bacteriology account, to be split 
equally between the Society and the publishers. Printing costs almounted to 4.12. 
To date the income has been sufficient to pay this cost and give the Society a 
prorit of some 4175. «approximately 100 copies are still available for sale. 


b) Publication of the Leeuwenhoek Letter, under an agreenuent whereby 
the Society would pay all publishiug and mailing costs and hendle all sales. The 
total cost wus 4609.54. Seles unounting to y495.40 have been made, leaving a 
deficit of yll5.94 at present. However, 126 copies are still availiable to be 
sold. 


ce) Underwriting of the Third International Cougress for microbiology. 
The amount of yl,000 from the y2,500 which the Society had agreed to underwrite 
the Congress, was forwarded to the treasurer of the Congress upon request. 


During the year, the Council approved the purchase of y1l25 worth of 
U. S. Savings Bonds. Two bonds, one of 41,000 maturity value, and one of 4500 
maturity vélue were purchased. j 


The cost of publishing in the Journsi of Bacteriology the abstracts of 
papers presented at local branch meetings, is borne entirely by the Society. 
In 1936 this cost amounted to »289.66. It is estimated that the cost in 1957 
Will be about 


a Cash surplus of gS21.06 and a4 real surplus.of y8666.06 show in the 
Operating statement for tue year. 


On Deceuber 15, 1957, the net worth of the Society was y26,554.05, as 
Compared wath y27,615.76 last year. The liquidation value is, of course, solie- 
what highe®. « fair estimate would set the figure at about ydz2,0U0.

Keport of the sditor of the Journal of Bactericlogy -- C.-K. «. winslow, Editor 


The Journal accepted 105 papers this year, the largest number ever before 
accepted, with the exception of tne year 1956. Forty papers were rejected, the 
largest number rejected since the founding of the Journal. There is on hand at 
the end of the year a total of 55 papers, representing a four months" delay in 
publication. 


2 total of 1552 pages, including the 52 pages of local branch abstracts, 
Was published this year. The majority, 52, of these papers were classed as 
"ecneral", while 50 Were classed as “medicai". Pavers on industrial and applied 
bacteriology were only 12 in number, but 140 pages were devoted to them as com- 
pared With 100 last year. The Journal would like to have a larger proportion of 
the latter type of paper. 


The Index prepared by Dr. S. Bayne-Jones was published in the spring, and 
has been found of the greatest value. 


The most important event of the year has been the establishment uncer 
the editorship of Dr. Barnett Cohen, of & new journal, Bacteriological Reviews. 
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Report of the Editor of bacteriological Reviews -- Barnett Cohen, Editor 


J The first issue of Bacteriological Reviews appeared in the latter part 
of December. It contained only one review, an authoritative sumnary of the 
streptococci by Dr. J. M. Sherman. It is hoped that future issues will contain 
several reviews. The special type of contribution desirable for Bacteriological 
HKeviews makes it necessary to proceed with care in the selection of contributors, 
and this task is the most difficult feature of the editorial responsibility. 
however, @ program of papers for the coming year is taking snupe nicely. 


Finences: The budgetary allowance of #50 has beeu expended. iIt is 
suggested tnat an allowance of 50 be maae for ordinary expenses of 195¢, and 
that it necessary the Editor be permitted to draw on the Treasury for an additions. 
woO or part thereof. 


Report of the Committee on Bacteriological Technic -- H. J. Conn, Chairman 


This comaittee has been handling the sales of the Descriptive Chart for 
about <0 years, and of the Manual of Methods for Pure Culture Study of Bacteria 
for about 15 years: it is also responsibie for keeping these publications up to 
date. This year sales have been satisfactory, but nothing extensive has been done 
in the way of revision of eitner publication. 


The Descriptive Chaurt as revised in 1954 has been on sale for S years. 
Until recently, however, its sales nouve not equalled those of any of the last 
precediuy charts. « questionnuire was distributea to interested persons, asking 
for criticisms and suggestions. The greatest criticism seemed to be the expense 
of the cnart. Fortunately, at this tine all initial expenses of preparing the new 
chart had been wet, and a cheaper metuod of printing had been found, so that the 
price could be reduced considerably. Sales increased in the summer immediately 
efter the announceilent of the price reduction, and 1927 has seen more charts sold 
tnan any year since 


The Manual appears to heve increased greatly in popularity during the 
last few years, the number of copies sold increesing from 534 in 1935, and 403 
in 1956, to 495 in 19357. The subscription list to its continuation service, pub- 
lished quarterly under the name of Pure Culture Study of Bacteria, has increased 
correspondingly, from ebout 500 two years ago to over 600 at present. The leaf- 
lets for the Manual which have been revised for 1957 and distributed have been: 


Leaflet ilI--The Study of Obligately anaerobic Bacteria 
Leaflet IV---Staining Frocedures 

Leaflet I----Routine Tests for the Descriptive Chart 
Leaflet VI---Further Biochemical methods 


No revision of tie index of the Manual has been published in 1937, but 
the Committee hopes to issue one next year in an early number of Pure Culture 
Study. 


A new sub-committee, with Dr. A. J. Riker as chairman, has been appointed 
to draw up methods for use in pathogenicity determinations in the case of bacter- 
ial plant parasites. This will cover for plant pathogens what Leaflet VIII does 
for aniral pathogens. Publication can be expected in the February or May issue of 
| Pure Culture Study. 
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Total receipts from publications this yeer have been 41,861.75, larger 
than ever before. The only comparable year was 1950, in which the total receipts 
Were wl,827.14. Profits turned in to the Society during the year, 4s recognized 
on the committee’s books, héeve been (465.44, nearly ylO higher than in 1950, and 
very much higher than any year since 1930. 


4& total of 105 applications for various types of work were filed with the 
imployment Agency during 1957, and notices of 40 vacancies were received. Of the 
vacancies, 3 were tilled by epplicants from the Society agency, 19 were filled by 
outsiders, and 21 are still pending. 


Notice concerning this bureau is given in the Journal of Bacteriology 
each month except August, and several applicants indicated that they learned of 
the Agency through the Journal advertisement. Notices of vacancies have more than 
doubled this year, and it is felt that the News Letter advertisement has been 
helpful in bringing about this increase. 


The receipts of the smployment Agency durin, 1937 from successful appli- 


cants have been ,o9.75. An additional 415 is still pending. A check for ¥20.75 
has been turned in to tne Society's treasury. 


Report of the Frogranu Committee -- George Packer Berry, Chairman 


Dr. Berry expressed his thanks to the local committee in Washington for 
their efforts and services, and to the chairuien of the two sections, Dr. Hudson 
and Dr. Parfitt, for their cooperition. He reported that the establishing of 
an earlier dead-line for receipt of abstracts had worked out quite well and would 
be coiitinued. 


The attention of the group Was called to the fact that, since the Society 
Will meet in august, 1958, the dead-line for the receipt of abstracts will neces- 
serily be set back to June 15. 

Dr. Berry requested members of the Society to send any criticisms or 
Suggestions which they might have to the Program Committee. 


Report of the Director of Local Branches -- S. «. soser, Director 


During 1937 two new local branches have been organized and approved by 
the Council of the Society, the Unio grou> and e group including the territory 
of Nebraska, Kansas, and Western Missouri. : 


& canvass of membership of local branches lias shown that, in the 15 local 
branches reporting to December 20, 1937, there are 532 who are members of the 
national society, and in addition, 743 associate members of the locel tranches who 
are not members of the national organization. 


The director will welcome suggestions from members and officers of the 
branches with respect to the problem of keeping in touch with the activities 
of the various branches. 


Report of the Director of the Employment agency -- F. li. Meader, Director 
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Report of the Archives Committee -- Barnett Cohen, Archivist 


a) Collection of Records: The archives hsve this year been enriched 
by a number of photographs, pamphlets, reprints, etc. relating to the early 
history of bacteriology. The Society is also indebted to Dr. Lucia J. Dunham 
for several items from the library of her father, Prof. bk. 0. Jordan, and to 
Dr. Charles &. Dolley for copies of his early bacteriological texts. 


b) History of the Society: The archives Conriittee was directly instru- 
nentel in the publication of Dr. Joseph McFarland's "The Beginning of Bacteriology 
in Philadelphia" in the February, 1957, number of tue Bull. Inst. Hist. of lied. 
also, Dr. Ludvig, liextoen published his "Notes on the History of Bacteriology in 
Chicago" in the Bulli. Soc. ied. Hist. of Chicago, 1937, 5, &. These represent 


two of the cnapters - in the projected regional history of the science in america. 


The Committee has received the chapter on tie bacteriological activities 
of the U. S. Public Health Service, by Med. Dir., arthur M. Stimson. This may 
possibly be published independently by the Public Healtn Service. Dr. S. C. 
Prescott hes sent in his chapter including tue history of early bacteriology in 
Boston and a hista y of the Boston Bug Club. 


ce) Finances: The archivist received from the Treasurer the budgetary 
allowance of y40 for tne year's work. OF this, 4158.91 has been expended. It is 
requested that 4,40 be included in the 1958 budget for tue use of the archives 
Comittee. 


Report of the Hepresentetives on the Comuittee of the sanerican Type Culture 
Collection -- L. «a. Ropers, i. - Buchanan, Representatives. 


The reiioval of the “ohn McCormick Institute to the University of Chicago 
made necesssry the transfer of the american Type Culture Collection to the Medical 
School of Georgetown University. The Collection is now in charge of Dr. Mario 
Molleri, assisted by Dr. Oswald Bushnell and Mr. J. V. anzulovic. 


About 1200 cultures are carricd in the laboratory, but a larger number 
is available for prompt distribution. The Collsction is being considerably 
vevised aud enlarged. 


The publicetion of a new cétalog is being delayed until the new cultures 
have Deen added and properly listed. 


Distribution of cultures continues et about 5,000 annually, with edu- 
cational institutions taking the greater part of this number. Sales have not 
been affected adversely by the change irom Chicago to washington. Income averages 
about 7,000, nearly all from the sale of cultures, and since the budget is com- 
fortably within this sum, the y400 appropriated annually by the Society is ho 
longer necessary. «al appropriation made lust year for the publication of the lew 
catalog, but not called for, will be very acceptable this year, and its renewal 
is requested. 
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Report of the President of the Third Internetional Congress for Microbiology -- 
T. M. Rivers, President 


Last Christmas the S. «. B. became the National Group of the Internetion- 
él association of Microbiolo- ists, underwrote the Third International Congress 
for iicrobiology to the eatent of 2,500, and elected Dr. T. hi. Kivers president 
of the Coigress, with instructions to proceed with its organizatioa. 


wh Executive Comuittee of 32 members wili run the Couwsress with the 
G&pprovel of the Council of the &. «a. Bb. members of this comiittee neve under- 
written the Congress to the extent of ¥2,600. Four iudividuais uot cu the 
Lxecutive Comittee have underwritten it for auother yd0O. In ail, the Cougress 
has bee. underwritten to the exteut of y5,100. 


Considerable progress has been made in the reorga.ization of the old 
Tuterueatioual Seciety of Licrobiologists into the International «sséciation 
of liicrobiologists. National Groups have been formed in 22 countries, and members 
to the Permanent Internationsl Commission for the Organization of Congresses have 
been appointed from these groups. Fourteen countries nave promised to forn 
national groups, and & countries heve not yet responded. 


The Congress will be held in New York city, September 2-9, 19%. Nine 
sections, sach under the direction of @ convener, will constitute tne scientific 
Papers given before tic Congress will de by invitation. Invitations 
to foreigners wili be issued soietioe lute in the spring of 1908, whereas those 
to workers in tne United States will .o out during the fall of 1958. «an official 
announceiient of the Congress has beeu prepared and distributec tiroughout the 
world. 


Tweuty-four scientific organizations neve been requested to epopoint 
bers to an advisory Council of the Tuaird Internationel Congress for Microbiology. 
Thirteen of these hive appointed wenubers, and « number of otners have promised 
to do so.

e) In Menoriam 
With the death of Dr. D. H. Bergey on September 5, the Society lost one 


of its most faithful members. «s a councilor for ® aurnber of years, and as presi- 
Gent in 1915, Dr. Bergey played a leading role in the functioning of tne Society. 
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Dr. Bergey Was born at hontyomery Co., Pennsylvania, in 1860. He 
received his B. S. and MW. D. degrees from the University of Pennsylvania in 1884, 
and later his D.P.H. from the same institution. Illinois Wesleyan granted him the 
degree «a.M. «at the University of Pennsylvania, Dr. Bergey advanced steadily 
through the ranks to the position of Professor of iygiene and Bacteriology. In 
1931, he because director of biological researci for the National Drug Company in 
Philadelphia. For the past several years poor healtn prevented Dr. Bergey from 
active work. 


The problems which engaged Dr. Bergey's attention were varied. «mong 
his studies are those dealing with the composition of expired air, pseudodiphthers 
bacilli, hemolysis and bacteria, alcoholism and hemolysis, anaphylaxis, phago- 
cytosis, types of infection and immunity, and food preservation and enzyme action. 


4S most members of the Society know, Dr. Bergey devoted a considerable 
part of his time during the past ten years to the subject of classification. iis 
Manuel of Deteiminative Bacteriology stands as a monument to the excellent work 
Which he hes done in this field. It may not be generally known that tne royalty 
received from the Manual was used in the studies of bacterial species and improve- 
ment of the Manual itself, and since Dr. Bergey's death the royalty is to be set 
aside in perpetuity for the same purpose. 


Those of us who knew hix intimately ana enjoyed nis friendship appreciated 
his wany scholarly atteinuents, his interest in younger wen whose efforts he 
directed witi singular ability and patience. 


It is with deep regret tnat We record the death on July 15 of Dr. John 
W. Churchinan. 


Born in Burlington, N. J. in 1877, he graduated from Princeton in 1898, 
receiving his a. M. from there in 1901, and his M. D. from Johns hopkins Univer- 
sity in 1902. Yale conferred upon him an honorary «a. ii. in 1915. Dr. Churchman 
served in many capacities, not only in the U. S ., but also in Germany and France. 
However, his most important posts were those which he held with Johns “opkins, 
Yale, and Cornell Universities. «at the time of his retirement, Dr. Churchman was 
Professor of Experimental Therapeutics at Corneil University. 


Originally a surgeon, he later devoted himself entirely to research, and 
was so engaged until iliness forced nis retirement in 1953. Dr. Churchman's 
outstanding contributions to the science of bacteriology were his studies of the 
selective bacteriostatic action of aniline dyes and the structure of the bacterial 
cell. The importance of these contributions is yet to be realized, and furtier 
work which Dr. Churchman was so well prepared to do will be missed by those 
interested in these subjects. 


George Henry Falkiner Nuttall was born in San Francisco, July 5, 1862, 
and died in En:;land, December 16, 1937. He received his M. D. from the Univer- 
sity of California in 1884, his Ph.D. from G8ttingen in 1590, an Honorary M. «a. 
fron Cambridge in 1900, and an Sc.D. in 1906. 


for some years, Dr. nuttall had been = corresponding member of the Society 
of american bacteriologists. His interests were so broad that he is best described 
as &@ biologist. ite publisnea over 200 scientific articles, books, and lectures, 
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covering the fields of bacteriology, ismunology, »darasitology, and general physio- 
logy. while in the United States, he was associated with Dr. william il. welch at 
the Johns uopkins University (1891-1894) and in tie latter year, published his 
weli-known book on “Immunity and Blood Rkelatiouship". iiis subsequeat work was 
Gone in many other countries. Dr. Nuttall wés a iseuber of many scientific socie- 
ties througnout the world. he served as lecturer on many occasions and occupied 
acauemic positions in Germany and Cambridge, tinglani, where, since 1921, he was 
Director of the Molteno Institute for research in parasitology. 


One cannot view the breadth of Dr. iwuttali's interests and work witaout 
& feeling of appreciation that he lived and worked at a time when tnere were 
vonderful opportunities for such breadth of vision, and that he took full advan- 
tage of tne opportunities afforded by that era. ;

1. Meeting place of the Society in 1940: Various invitations which had been 
extended to the Society for its 1940 meeting place were discussed, but a definite 
decision was allowed to rest until the 1¥8 meeting of the Society. 


&. Bacteriological Reviews: « subscription price of 4 per year was set for the 
new journal, Bacteriological Reviews. (iuaembers are reniuded that the new publi- 
cation is distributed without charge to subscribers of the Journal of Bacteriolog) 


order. 
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5. Biological sabstrects: It had been proposed that each member of the 5. a. B. 
be taxed yo per year for the support of Biolo, ical «bstracts, witu the under- 
standing that they could secure a subscription to piolozical abstracts upon pay- 
ment of an additional 44 per year. This propcsal wes rejected by the Council. 


4. Editor-in-Chief of Society Publications: The © ouncil voted that the Society 


pay the expenses of the Zditor of Society Publications to the annual meetings, 
this action to be in effect at the Washington meeting. 


5. San Frencisco iweting: The Council voted that the following adjustments be 
made in connection with arrangements for the San Francisco meeting. 


ea) «an early distribution of ballots, so that officers and councilors 
for 1959 may be announced at San Frencisco. 


b) « shift back in the dates concerned with the #ii Lilly award, co 
that the winner of the award may be announced at San Francisco. 


6. wissouri Velley Local Brench: The petition of soe 25 embers of tie Society 
for formation of & hew local brancn to incluce the territory of nansas, Nebraska, 
and western missouri, was approved by tie Council. 


7. «»doption cf linute Coucerniug the Experimental Use of snimals: The Council 
voted to adopt the following minute: 


"The Society of american cacteriologists, recognizing the important role 
of aniial experimentation in the stud, of hume.. diseases, aud in the perfecting 
of those procedures and treatments to which no small part of our conumunity owes 
its life, regards with apprehension the activities of certain well organized(and 
it is believed for the most part misinformed) sroups Which are attempting to 
prevent the use of unimals for study by qualified institutions of research, and 
are endeavoring by direct and indirect means to cut off the supply of animals 
needed in the production of antitoxins and other piolo-ical products. It is the 
Opinion or this Society that such misguided activity constitutes & serious mieuace 
not only to the further progress of bacteriolozy and imaunology, but to the health 
and future Wwellbeinm, of tie nation, and should be actively opposed by all enlight- 
ened members of the coimaunity." 


8. Sustainin: Membership: The Council approved the continuance of the policy of 
allowing the local yvroup in charge of arrangements for an aunual meetin: to retain 
the first year's fees of any sustaining members whom they may secure, but request- 
ed that the names of prospective sustaining members be submitted to it for 
approval before the concerns Were definitely approached. 


9. Badges: The Council approved the suggestion that the die used for badg.s i: 
the washington meeting be used at subsequent meetings until such time as the 
Society shall definitely decide upon e badge design. 


10. Publicity at annusi meetings: The Council votea to increase the size of the 
Publicity VLoumuittee ective at each annual meeting by the additioa of one member 
frou the local comunity in which the meeting is held. 


it Was also decided that advance copies of abstracts of the papers to 
be presented et scientific sessions would not be furnished the press. 
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li. Budget: The following budget was approved by the Council to cover the 
ordinary eapenses of the Society for the year 1946.
